EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

Applicant's election of Group II, claims 9-12, 26-29 with the elected specie R in 
claim 9 in the reply filed on *1 2/1 0/07** is acknowledged. Because applicant did not 
distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 9-12 and 26-29 with R=-CO-CH (NHAc)-(CH2)2-SH as the elected specie 
are allowed because none of the prior art documents discloses or suggests the claimed 
conditions: P is different from P', and P and P' are 0 or 1 and when P or P' is 1 , the R is 
A'-SH as the elected specie. 

Since said specie is in condition for allowance, then the search is further 
expanded to non-elected species such as hydrogen, guanidine and biguanide. 
However, non prior art has been found. 

Claims 9-12 and 26-29 with all of species are in condition for allowance. 

The composition of group II, claims 13-25, drawn to a cosmetic composition 
comprising the claimed compound of group II, will be rejoined and be allowed also.
